Bread and Beet, 

It has been urged against tho Cana- 
dian Tariff that it would only tuko the 
tax off bread to put it on beef. Broad 
and beet constitute two very important 
items in general woli-being-exert suoh 
a potent influence upon industrial de- 
velopment that wo uro disposed to givo 
' the objeoi'OQ careful consideration. 
Under toe present tariff tho duty ou 
flour will averago from twoiity-ilvo to 
thirty per ceni ad valorem. On boe< 
it will averago about, five pot" cent ad 
valorem. It will bo admittod that tho 
difference is enormous ; and, worst 
ol all, the differanco is on tbo wrong 
Bide, ior foro'gn flour tho most popu- 
lous part of tho Colony must cousumo 
for years to como, while not another 
pound of foreign boef is needed. XJuder 
tho Canadian tariff tho duty on boel 
would bo tin per cont,— just double ol 
what it is now, but etill only ubout ono- 
itird of what flour ia now,— and flour 
would be free. Now, it will bo observ- 
ed that, although doublo of what it ia 
now, ton por cont is a small duty on 
beef whin compared with tweniy-flvu 
to thirty per cent upon broad, nod suroly 
to incroaeo the duty on beef fi^o por 
ce:it, and romovo a twenty-five to 
thirty por cent duty from broad would 
be a very great gain, even assuming 
tho continued importation of both artL 
o!es to bo equally a nocessity. But when 
one comos to look ot the matter in tho 
light of the faot already enunciated, viz, 
that wo ma-it be large consumers ot 
foreign flour for years to como, and that 
there is really no necessity for our con- 
earning auutoer pound of foreign boef, 
wo aro at a loss to understand bow any 
sano per«on c:uld tuink of hositating as 
to tho desirability ot euoli a ohingo. 
Under the circumstances, wo regard a 
good smait duty on beef as desirable 
rattier lhau othorwiso, inasmuch as it 
would operate as a Bpur to the atil : Z»- 
tiou of ao abnndunt home supply. Iteu- 
gonablo government aid in making a 
way by which cattlo cm oonvoutently 
roaoh tho seaboard,, and a reasonable 
effort ou tho part of tho pooplo is really 
all that is needed to render any duty 
upon beor, no mutter how largo, a mure 
dead letter, in so far us the consumer is 
concerned. For all practical purposcx 
tho questionjuit resolves itself into the 
following pimple proposition : Shall we 
eat free bread and homt-grown beef 
under the Cuuadian tariff? Or 
shall wo conliuue to eat loreigu 
'. bread with a tax of twenty-fivb 
to thirty per cent on it, and foreign beel 
with a tux ot five por cent on it, tbo role 
proceods of both tuxes being *ent away 
out of the country to O.tuwa ? Consumer 
acd producer, for it concerns you both, 
we leave jou to answer.

Works of the Dominion of Canada, whose arri- 
val hero we noticed sumo dajs ago, was visited 
yesterday ut the Urand Hotel by a number of 
prominent Canadian residents of this city. Mr 
Laugcvin is a t rench Canadian and is very much 
Cbteemid by his countrymen. Ho lias been a 
member of the Dominion Government since the 
passage of the Confederation Act, and has filled 
different oificts in the Ministry in a inunnnr sn- 
li t factory to his colleagues ana to the entire peo- 
ple. Beit in politics a* Blue,' or Conservative, 
in contradistinction 10 a ' Itoilge,' or Lib. ral, but 
is very popular with all clashes cf Ins OOUnlry- 
luen and eijova Ibcir confidence to ihu fullest 
extent. Mr. Lungcvin's private foilunc is very 
laiKC, probably as large as that of any man in 
Canada. He accepted a place in the Hacdonald- 
Cartier Ministry more with a view to serve his 
country and assi.-t in perfecting and carrying Into 
cHrctihcConlcduration scheme than for any other 
purpose. As Minister ol Public Works he lias 
shown marked ability in conducing the construc- 
tion ol the Intercolonial railwuy and other heavy 
works projected by the present Government. He 
is confident that tiie Canadian Transcontinental 
railroad will be a fcu<-csss and prove of immense 
advantigo to tho Dominion by opening up the 
Northwest Teriitory to se tiers. Tlis Government, 
he saya, Will give each Bcltler 160 acres ot luud 
free as an inducement, to settle and people the 
country, He also sUtcs that from Fort Garry tu 
the Kooky Mountains is a beautiful, fertile tract of 
coniHry, which with little exertion can bo settled 
and made very productive. The difficulties to he 
enconntercd in building the Canadian pacific rail- 
road will, ho considers, be less than three which 
prcsjiitetl themselves in the construction oi our 
railroad, and when completed ho believes it will 
have many advantages that ours do nut possess, 
lie speaks in the most flattering terms ol the 
climate and soil of our (State, of the broad dimen- 
sions our city has attained In the short peiiod of 
its elistenco, and of our. institutions, while tho 
business charm ter of our citizens has not escaped 
his notice. Ho will leave tu-morrow for Victor- 
la ou business oonuected with tho Canadian Paci- 
uo railroad.

The Loss of the Emily Harris. 

Tbe steamer Sir Jamos Douglas returned 
' from the search after Capt Fraia nod com« 
psnions yesterday morning, bricking two 
doors|and a barrel— pan ot ibe wreck. No 
tidings woio obtained of the mi=air)j? man, 
woo may bow be regarded aa losl. Mr J U 
Noriis, who volunteered to accompany the 
party, has kindly handed us tbe lol'ewicg 
aooouut of the expediiion : 

00 arriving at ibe east coast of Salt 
Spring Island at about 5 o'clock Cooalable 
Sampson oamo oa board lo roporl what bad 
taken place. 

Ha btated that oo Monday overiiog be saw 
tbe Emily Harris pasa in tba usual way and 
beard nothing of any explosion until tho In* 
dians arrived at bis place tbe following rnaru- 
iog and reported that her boiler had burst 
and gave the elatomoots already pubH-htid, 
when be at onoe manned his bout with In- 
diana and in company witb Mesne MeFurldeD 
and Hudson started in search of tbe missing 
men. They continued tbo search for two 
days ronud Prevcst Island, Long Bay, Cap- 
tain's Pan, Walker's Hook aod a* far as 
Begga' Settlement, but without sacccts and 
I regtat to aay i> ia ihe general impressioo 
among the sj tilers with nhom I oouversed 
oo ibe melancholy subject that tbera ia oo 
ray of bopa ol tbe escape ol (Japuio Fraio 
or tba missing men who accompanied bim. 

Oapt Claike kept the whistle aoundin^ at 
least for six miles balore wa reached Samp-, 
ion's and ell were ou the lookout lor aoy 
iodioatioa leadiog to bope of tho reeovtry 
of aoy survivor, but it was of no avail. Af- 
ter heving lauded at SampBon's we foacd two 
doors wbiob rrere identified as having form- 
ed part of tbe Emily Harris* cabin, aod 
which we brought to town. Before oar de- 
parture we left instructions on no account to 
relax oxeitioos iu order to endeavor to re- 
cover tbo misting men or, it not alive tbeir 
bodies. 

01 tbe passive down on Saturday morning 
at 5 o'clock, we discovered at about 12 miles 
Irom tbe Bceno of the accident a hsrrel which 
was recognised by Joe, the engineer ol the 
ill-lated sieamrr, who accompanied ua, as 
having belonged to tbe Emily Harris, which 
we look oo board and which, with some 
boards we obtained ai SampBOu's place, which 
farmed part of tbe deck bouse, were tbe only 
ielics we ootild discover of the wreck. 

In conclusion 1 can only regret that oar 
expedition was ootatiunded wiib botiar suc- 
cess, but I can bear wilne?s [hat all has been 
done and id now being prosecuted in order 
to find any trace of the lo-t men, although 1 
cen only repeat that I tear it is a hopeless

But thay bad scarcely 
arrived there wben tbey were auirouoded by 
large numbers of tbe Coretns who bound 
tbe three foreignera hand and fool, and, 
slingiog tbem on bamboos, as wo see pigs 
oaniwd about through tbe settlement, hur- 
ried Ibem off into the interior, Tba Ubinese 
were glad to make their escape, and reach< 
ing Chefoo ou tbe morning of the G'h, report- 
ed what bad occurred. The Admiral had 
left eorne lime before in tho Salami?, and 
Unpiain Hewett of iho Ocean, as senior olli. 
oerj at onco sent orders to H B M S Kicg- 
dove to gel up eteam to proceed, as was gen- 
erally supposed, to make inquiries regarding 
tbe abduoted foreigners. After what has 
recently occured in Goraa, wo fear tbeir fate 
will bo bard.
